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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Newly submitted claims 25-32 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Claims 25-32, drawn to a DVD 
player, which classified in class 386, subclass 125, are distinct from originally presented claims 
1-4 (new claims 21-24) and 14 an 15 (new claims 33 and 34), drawn to a video display 
apparatus, classified in Class 348, subclass 563. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 25-32 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
anon-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03, 



Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: In Fig. 29, all 
reference numeral numbers. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 . 12 1(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
appUcation.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

5. Claims 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sekimoto 
(6407776), 

As to claim 23, Sekimoto discloses the claimed subject matter, the claimed video display 
means is met by the television picture plane 102 (Figs. 1, 2), the claimed separate display means 
is met by the property state picture plane 101 (Figs. 1, 2), he claimed first video input means is 
met by the video input units 204, 205 (Fig. 2), the claimed second video input means is met by 
the property information obtaining unit 210 (Fig. 2, column 5 line 62-column 6 line 10 and the 
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claimed display control means is met by the control unit 214, the property information output 
unit and the video output unit 220 (Fig. 2) (column 5 line 15-column 6 line 40). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 24 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 21, 22, 33 and 34 appear allowable over prior art.
